ANN ARBOR—Almost two and one half tons of business records 
covering the exoiting period of Michigan's lumbering boom have just been 
received by the University of Michigan. 

Dr. F. Clever Bald, assistant director of the Michigan Historical Col- 
\lections where the records are filed, and Secretary Mrs. John Kennedy 
are shown .loo! over one of the scores of huge books with o part of 
the collection piled in the background. 

The records sre of the business Interests of Louls Sands, a lending 
industralist and Iumberman in Manistee who died in 1906. Covering a 
‘period from 1863 to 1930, the records report the activities in logging 
camps and lumbering mills in the Manistee area. 

Also included are records of a cooper shop in which barrels and 
&egs were made, & salt works with a capacity of 2.200 barrels daily, a 
bank and a lumbering railroad. The railroad hauled logs from Stcervo- 
tion Lake to Sharon in Kalkaska County.
